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The argum ent of the dem urrer u to the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Governor to hear and consider the 
charges against the State 
Prison Directors was 
opened yesterday, Judge Wallace, of Napa, sitting as 
aid to Governor Stoneinin. The Court of Inquiry 
oecupies the rooms in which Department Two of the 
Supreme Court is held. Ib e Prison Directors were 
represented by C harla B. Darwin, W . H. Sears and 
A. L Ilart, and the State by Colonel Flournoy. 
THE BULKS.

Rale 4 —The practice and procedure .n toe Supe­ 
rior Courts of this State, as defined in the Code of 
Civil Procedure, as far as the same ia tpplicabls, is 
hereby adopted as the rule of procedure iu this in­ 
vestigation. 
Rule 5—The Attorney-General, with his assist ant, 
will have the right to appear and conduct the exam­ 
ination on behaif of the |>eop}e, the respondents 
personally, and with their attorneys, on behalf of 
the reg'jondcnts. 
Kale G—Any witness refusing to answer proper 
(•uestions after fully understanding them , or refus­ 
ing to be controlled, or governed, or in any other 
manner becomes contumacious so as to deprive 
either party of a fair examination, the right is 
hereby reserved in furtherance of justice to strike 
out. ad testimony th at such witness may have given. 
Each witness before testifying shall be sworn aa are 
wiliic?8<-s in Courts of justice in this State. 
Rulo 7 -When a ruling or decision on any point 
or question during the examination Í9 announced 
by Judge W.C. Wallace, sitting with the Governor, 
the same shall be considered the ruling or decision 
*»f the Governor, unless the latter reverses, annuls, 
or sets aside the same. 
Soon after tho opening of the session yesterday 
morning, Mr Darwin opened the argum ent upon 
the dem urrer filed by the defense, and his remarks 
were as f >ik>ws : 


SPEECH CF HON. C. B. DAEWIN. 
If thn Court p ease, the accusation filed against 
the defendants under this pleading D : 
First—That said above mnte;! defendants plead 
th at his Excellency, the Governor of the State of 
CilifornU, has not jurisdiction, and h ás n it judicial 
powet io hear, nor to try, nor to tiy and determine 
the subject of this ret ion, nor the complaint, nor 
the writ teas charges, nor the specifications of eriid 
com paiiit, nor »n> of th em ; and said defendants 
avrr that the jurisdiction to he;»r and to try, arid to 
try and determine tho same is exclusively in the 
Superior C *urt. f the State of California iu ami for 
’.he* county wherein the conduct complained of is 
claimed to have taken placo, and ao defendants pray 
that gaid complaint may be qurshed. 
Then to make a- suranre doub'y snre, defendants 
farther do ill*r to the m d cornpl .int, and to the 
written charges and BjK.iific&tiong, a n l to each of 
them , t tcause on tho face thereof, and of each of 
the s.i»: o, it cpp- ars that His Excellency, the Gov­ 
ernor, etc.. has no jurisdiction on the subject of the 
action, and has no judicial power, n tl lu r to h eir 
nor to try, nor to try and de'urruine the subject of 
the- action, nor the complaint, nor the written 
chargee, nor the specification s, nor any of them, 
and •*© defendants pray that the same be dismiss? J. 
Wc Hjy firat that the Governor ho3 no power t;» 
try and determ ine; such power is a judicial power. 
We expect to sbow completely th t all judiciii 
power is vtftfd by the Constitution iu certain 
Courts named therein. 
A rt' le \ L, section 1, of the Constitution roads: 
" T h*1 judicial power of ibis State shall be vested in 
the Senate, sitting ■ s a l ourt >t impeachment, in a 
Suprim e ib u t, Superior Courts, Justices of the 
I*eaoc, ai d such inferior Courts as the Legislature 
may establish in any incorporated city or town, or 
city and county. 
Titls Court in not named therein. 
Hia Excellency 
the Governor is not named, nor ij the Court over 
whiff» lie in iy proside named in that section. 
I ci;e 
also s tiou 4 of the sum? article, giving the powers 
Sjprcrae Court, iu which nothing ia i• und

Now t" a t seems to be the section from whlcli the 
C onn, or anything acting aa a Court, assuming it to 
act, as a Court, ge.» its p *wer. Ali the judicial pow­ 
ers bv express grant are in the said Courts, beyond 
question. 
If the Governor clriraa it bo ought to 
show a« clear m grant of r*ower as those Courts can 
show, c.aiming their jurisdiction u^der the Corati 
tuticn. The Governor n usfc overcome the presump­ 
tion which holds against him by not being 
named 
in Article 
\ I. 
of 
the Constitution. 
The 
power 
there 
is given 
to 
the Courts. 
The power seems to be thus given to all persons 
and ail parties who may justly claim toextncUe 
judicial flowers, and wc fiad that the Governor is 
not named in that artic e. If his Excellency should 
claim the power under tho Constitution to act, it 
ought to be as clearly given as it is given to the 
others named therein. 
There is a farther th o u g h t: 
that the power to exercise this power creates a pre­ 
sumption against itself, from the absence of such a 
grant in any Constitution. If 1 ain rightly informed 
and iny i lquiries have not extended through all 
the Constitutions but I am informed that there is 
no Constitution that confers judic al power upon 
the Governor. 
Again, one would naturally ask why 
should they transfer from one departm ent toe 
l*ower r miplet jy invested in that departm ent and 
<tep *sit it in another? We find it not given. 
Hav­ 
ing been fully and completely and wholly and ex- 
olusive’y invested in some Courts, should not the 
party furnish some rcasou why the Constitution 
does not 
name 
that 
party 
as 
having such 
power? 
More than that, oue naturally asks, 
fur 
what 
reason 
should 
it 
be 
done? 
There arc Courts of equity, th at have been invested 
with equity. 
Another party claims part of those 
powers : what suffi lent reason is there that part of 
that power should be givn to another, especially 
when the c th tr is named and vested with that 
power, and whcu it is so clear that the Courts are 
\eetc I with it, and so claim? Be si; íes, the power 
that i> claimed to have been given is clearly belong­ 
ing to the ordinary Courts. 
More than that, by the 
way, the conduct here charged is criminal c induct. 
I kin v it may Ik- eiiJ that wbilo it is criminal con­ 
duct, this is only to inquire into it for the purpose 
«*f removal. 
Nevertheless, it is criminal conduct, 
and is so doflicd in the Code—Seotioa 15 of the 
Penal C ffe : “ A criu.e or public offense is an net 
committ d cr omitted m vioiati. n of a law forbid­ 
ding or commanding it. and to which is Rnnexed, 
u K<n convict too, certain punishments.” It occurs 
t .3 cae to ray that tho

It is for a vi. lati *n

act merely upon his discretion, for if that was in­ 
tended i* would hive been sai l, as in other cises it 
has been faid, that au incompetent person con be 
removed at the pleasure of the Exec olive, which 
comea from the appointment itself, unless the ap­ 
points: out be for a term , or unless the removal bo 
conditioned upon a state of crime 
There are a t­ 
tached here certain punUbm.-nts for public of 
lenses—death, imprisonment, fine, removal fro m 
o#ire. T h u is a crime, and even the rules which 
w c have here ignore the Penal 0 Hie, ami introduce 
the Civil Code, which, if it be a crime, is denying to 
the defendants the rights which are guaranteed to a 
defendant bv th-* Cocie of Criuiinxl Pri»cedurc, and 
without which there can bo no fair trial and no 
proper removal. 
Now let us read this section upon which this

But the mo­ 
ment that the defendant appears and denies the 
allegation, or even demurs to the fact as oeiug in- 
suffident, then a juhcivl inquirj' arises, not merely 
the e x trc m of tbe executive pawer, but a judicial 
power, a*-d upon that iastant arises the need of 
transm itting it to a Court competent and ft'., and 
appoin'ed by the LegisUture to try it. 
S ucha 
C 'urt h*s always exisU-d, and proceedings of this 
kind have alway» b-.-en tried tnere. 
The Senate— 
that is a Court, by the O oosttarJoo calW a Coart, 
and provided as a Court by the Cons* ituttcu. 
The 
Supenor Court is another Court appointed by the 
Legislature, to try thote cases not triable before 
the Senate. 
Tnc t: iug ought to be tried bv a 
tribunal fit to try it. 
Manv a C >urt, like the Courts 
of equity cf eld t me?, sent cut 
their issues 
to Courts that c-wxld try them. 
It is nothing

invested with power to do the thing that hay got to 
be (lone. 
Now, the Legislature partly did that. 
Perhaps they thought to do it - perhaps they didn’t, 
but it rooms that thought was running in their heads. 
Perhaps they failed to accomplish the result intended 
bv the Con3tiiuti'>a- 
Amoag other Acts passed in 
relation to the Statu Prisons they say th at the Gov­ 
ernor should havx: “ the power to re move either of 
the Directors for misconduct, incompetency or neg­ 
lect of duty." The Legislature ww required to de­ 
termine under what conditions it must be done, 
la th is part of it they failed, and in another part 
they didn’t fail. They faded to s’.i w the howness. 
The Governor I hail have the power to remove 
either of tbe Directora upon proper norice and upon 
written charges, they bavin;» an « pportunity of be­ 
ing heard. That is the statute. 
Taat !eav.*s it ju st 
as much i i tbe dark a§ tbe Constitution does as to 
w ho is to bear the charges. 
If they had m eant that 
the Governor should hear them, why didn’t tte y 
say so .' Why didn't they say the Governor sh& 1 
hear the c h a r g e s Why <-f course if they had and 
the Constitution hadn’t granted the Governor that 
power, it was no use for th» m to Bay eo. They left 
it in the tam e party that the Ooiiftimtiou left it. 
But outside of

They 
put it into effect, so that it would continue to 
operate, as it hod before, by changing the words 
District Court to Superior Court—Section 772 of the 
j Penal Code going to show that the m atter is a cria: 

O de, and being i 
the definition of a ‘ rime. 
Section 772 of the Fen .1 
Co ie read»: 
“ When an accusari--n iu writing, verified by th 
oath of any j>er*on, is presented to a Super, r 
Court, allegiug that any officer within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Court haa been guilly cf chaigtng and 
collecting illegal fees fcr services rend red, < r fc » h» 
rendered, in his «:.ífice, or h*i refused or neglected 
to perform the ctficial duties pertaining to his offie-j, 
tbe Court mu-ft cue the party charged to appear D3 
f<-re the Court at a time not in >re than ten nor le*-* 
than five days from the limo the accusation was pie 
Bunted ; and on that day, or some other subsequent 
day not more than twenty days from that on which 
the accusation was presented, must proceed to hear, 
in a summary manner, the accus.tiou, and evidence 
offered in support of the same, and the a.iswer and 
ewdence offered by tho paity accused: and if, on 
such hearing, It appears that the charge is sus­ 
tained, the Court musi enter a decree that the party 
accused be depr»\ed of his office, and m ust enter a 
judgm ent for $500 in favor of the informer, and 
such costs as are allowed in civil cases.*’ 
Now, there seems to be a clean, ciear regulation 
of the entire m atter. 
The decroc is tranam it’ed to 
the Governor, who remove*. TTure is nothing re­ 
quiring flic Governor to remove even after hearing. 
’1 hi j decree takes no jurisdiction, but he can avail 
himself of the finding of the Court, • or decline to 
avail himself of it. 
It is suggested to me by my 
colleague that it says he xhcUl be removed. 
Well, 
removed by whom ? By the removing power. Now 
that Jaw has always been the law. 
It became a law 
as early as 1853. 
There have been ever and ever so 
many decisions U|x>n it. 
It was incorporated in the 
Code by the Code Commissioners, anil it seems to 
contemplate all these things that procure safety to 
all parlies concerned. 
And why > Putting the wit­ 
nesses under oath so that if they swear to what is 
not true it is perjury, leaving no doubt in their 
minds about swearing to what they like, upon the 
ground that the Court has no power to administer 
an oath. The whole thing seems to he provided for 
aud in a manner that leaves nothing in doubt. 
It 
is a judicial hearing and a clean-up of the entire 
business according to the modes of law. I claim 
no# that the Legislature provided th at as a moans, 
what the Constitution seemed to suggest to be pro­ 
vided a? a mean-t. 
H u:that was not all. In the 
Statutes of 1873-4 page 01, there is m other section 
found. The legislature has been constantly pro­ 
viding means for removal fr* m office of improper 
persons upan charges, and here is one of the last 
which they pissed, in M arch. 1S74—and tbe law is 
in foro * now because not in conflict with the Con­ 
stitution, and because it hr.a never been repealed : 
“ Any member of any Board of Directois, B iard 
of Commissioners, or other Board of officers, State, 
city, county ¿-r district, or other person who has 
been elected or appointed, cr who shall hereafter be 
elected or eppoiutod, to hold, control, build cr m an­ 
age. any public btti dii-g of this State, or of any 
county, city, or city and county in this State, or to 
hold, control, manage cr disburse ally of the public 
funiis» of this S*ate, or of any county, city, or city 
and county in this St-te, «>r any person acting by, 
through, or under the authority of such Boa d of 
Directors, Board of Commissioners, or other B .ard 
of uffi.-ftrs, or other poison as aforesaid, or any 
other officer in tho SU t-, who shall beguil-yof a 
wil.ful violation of any of the provisions of the 
statute under which he or they w«.re or may be 
hí-reafter electo»? or appointed, or any other statute 
or statutes of this S-.ate prescribing or defining their 
duties and powers, or passed for their government 
a-id control, or who shall be guilty of any other 
1 willful violation of cffh-ial duty, shall be deprived of 
; h a office and otherwise punished in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 2 of this Act." 
Now, if th at Act dou’t caver this case completely, 
line after lice, corresponding to line after line, it*is 
impossible to frame one that would. Section 2 says : 
“ Whenever any complaint in v ritiug, duly veri­ 
fied b v the oath of any complainant,shall t>e presented 
to the District Court (Superior Court) alleging 
that any of the officers or other person referred to in 
Section 1 of this Act, have, within the jurisdierion 
of tills Court, been guilty of a vi )lat*en of the pro­ 
visions of eaij section, or of any other statute or 
-ütatutoe ',í th v *t*tfl, »»hidi . ave leen cr may here* 
! after be passe ! f >r their government and control, or 
! j*r scribing or defining their duties ami powers, it 
shall he the duty of said Court to cite the party or 
parties charged to appear before him on a certain 
day, not more than ten nor less than five days from 
the time when said complaint shall be presented, 
aud on that day, or some subsequent day not more 
than twenty da>s from the time on which complaint 
is presented, shall proceed to hear in a summary 
manuer the complaint and evidence effcred in sup­ 
port of the same, and the evidence offered bv the 
party or parties complained of ; and if onauch hear­ 
ing it shall appear that the chari e or charges con­ 
tained m said complaint are sustained, the Court 
shall cuter a decree that eaid party or parties com 
plained of shall he deprived of his or their office or 
position, and shall enter judgm ent fo $100 in favor 
of the complainant, and for such costs as arc al­ 
lowed in civil case?.’ 
It looks to me as though the Legislature had made 
ch ar the doubt that seems to cling about the Con­ 
stitution as t*», removals, by defining the Court and 
prccedure by which the removal should be found, 
leaving it to tho Executive to cxercife tho power of 
removal. 
Besides the question all the time occurs 
and constantly repeats itself when the power is 
given to the Courts so plainly in other pares of the 
Constitution, if it was meant to be given to the 
Executive in this part, why is the clearness and 
directness and candor and honesty of purpose not 
expressed, as in tbe other case? Why shou’d men 
who were so firm in giving the powers to the other 
departm ents hesitate and leave a doubt over what 
they m eant by this, if they m eant to confer that 
power. 
Now some of the term s that occur here in this 
part of the C onrtituti-n oc ur also in Article VI., 
and there is t.u doubt in relation to it, because this 
statute 
was 
p:.8’ed 
immediately 
subsequent 
to the Constitution: "Justices of the Supreme 
Court and Jn ?gea ( t the Superior Courts may be 
removed bj» concurrent rcsoluti.n of h th housts of 
toe Legislature, adopted by a two-thhds v»>te of 
each house. 
AH other judicial offic.-ra, except Jus 
tiers of tho Pi ace, may be removed by the Senate 
on th-» iy commendation of the Governor, but no 
removal ehail be made by viriae of thi3 section un- 
lors the cau-e thereof be entered on the journal, 
nor on:ess the party complained of has b-eu served 
with a e >j y of ihe complaint against him. and *h ill 
have had »u opportunity of b u rg heard in his de­ 
fense. 
On the question of removal the ayes aud 
noes tlvall be entered ou the journ d.”

but as a couple of conclusive propositions upon the 
suggestions very politely intimated by counsel, that

I say I never regarded this asa serious proposition. 
I e rj jyed the argum ent of counsel, but I m ight as 
well have heard a di-quisilion upon the principles of 
King John and the Barons

Constitution had not been enacted and become the 
law, * he supreme law* of the Und, 1 ho a gum ent 
would have had s me fence—some efficiency, and 
some direct application to the question here. I ad­

Now, the firs: section of the third article of the 
Constitution siys : “ Jh3 power»of the Government

While we are busy rescuing the homestead 
of Longfellow, the pjet, let us not neglect 
the homestead of the author of the Decla­ 
ration, and 
who, by singular 
coinci­ 
dence, died on the fourth day of Ju ly — 
exactly a half a century after he affixed his 
signature to the immortal document. 


THE 
APPROACHING 
CELEBRATION. 


The response to the call for a large and 
moro representative meeting to arrange for 
the approaching celebiation of the National 
birthday was quite up to expectation, and 
speaks of conviction having reached the 
minds of citizens that heretofore there has 
been unwarrantable neglect of the matter. 
The enthusiasm manifest, the promptness 
with which the work was entered upon, 
the official part taken by .the Trustees, all 
presage the most successful celebration the 
Capital city has 6een for years. 
It has 
been generally desired that some new fea­ 
tures be introduced into the exercises this 
year, without however excluding any of the 
accustomed ceremonials which time-hon­ 
ored usage has enEhrined among patriotic 
memories. 
The year is a particularly fruit­ 
ful one in subjects upon which to baee new 
features. 
But it will scarcely be necessary 
to go beyond one anniversary event to find 
gronndroom enough for effective work. Tee 
year 18S3 and the time between April and 
October ¡3 the centennary anniversary 
period o: the close of the war for Ameri­ 
can Independence. 
W ithin that time the 
final treaty of peace with England wa3 ne­ 
gotiated and signed, and Great Britain’s 
King most unwillingly brought finally to 
acknowledge 
the 
independence of the 
United States of America. Associated with 
that period are some of the moat stirring 
and romantic events of all tho history of 
the revolution. 
It is the time of all others 
with which the name3 of the patriots 
Benjamin Franklin, John Adams, Henry 
Laurens and John Jay, tho American com­ 
missioners, are most prominently asso­ 
ciated. 
In tho history of negotiations of 
that peace, illustrious men connected with 
the measure, such as P itt, Burke and Fox, 
were among the moat prominent figures. 
It would appeal that the history of the 
period might be recalled by typical repre­ 
sentations, by a paper on the subject, and 
by decorations especially devised to com­ 
memorate the event which separated us 
forever from England, and removed all 
doubt of our national independence. 
But 
whatever is done, it is to be hoped no 
money will be waBted on frivolity, no rival­ 
ries permitted through the efforts of two 
committees to collect funds, no waiting un­ 
til the last moment to ascertain the scope 
of the proposed celebration, but that there 
will bo unity, vigor, long preparation, and 
a plan devieed moving upon a plane a little 
higher than any heretofore reached.

PLAN. 


A Voung Men’s Christian Association of 
England has sent an accredited agent to 
America npcn A very novel mistión. 
Ills 
object is to arrange with reputable farmers 
in the United States, especially at the 
West, for the placing with them of youths 
from 16 to IS years of age, to be taught the 
arts of agriculture. 
The lads are to be 
selected by the Association frcm the class 
cf youths who show a disposition to be in­ 
dustrious, and for whom clerkships alone 
are available in the great cities of England. 
In that country large numbers of boys at 


16 are apprenticed to merchants for five 
years, and are allowed in that time, be­ 
sides the opportunities to learn the busi­ 
ness, the sum of £100. 
But at the close 
of the apprenticeships there are permanent 
places for only about one in six. 
Now of 
this class the Association proposes to send 
many to America, prior to, during and at 
the close of the mercantile apprenticeships, 
for many are able to secure release frcm 
their “ apprentice bonds” without diffi­ 
culty, because the applicants for the places 
are se numerous. 
The agent also proposes 
to send oat a largo number of English 
girls, who are willing to go out to domestic 
service here, but will not do so in Eng­ 
land, and many of whom, it they temaia 
at home, arc exposed to the worst tempta­ 
tions in their efforts to obtain employment. 
Under both these plans only youths are to 
be sent who are strongly vouched for, 
whose parents consent, and whose lives 
give warrant for the belief that they k&vc 
an ambition to become useful and upright 
men and women, 
American committees 
are to be formed in our cities that will re­ 
ceive the girls, and attend to securing them 
homes, and keep an eye upon them until 
the habits of their lives are fully settled. 
The lads will be sent only to farmers who 
are fairly well established, and who bind 
themselves to bring up the young men cor­ 
rectly, and to industrious habits. 
These 
plans are novel; they breathe the spirit of 
practical charity, and they promise us an 
element that is in every way desirable, 
while they open opportunities to deserving 
youths for useful and happy careers. 
By 
the new system a spirit will be enkindled 
in English cities among dependent youths, 
and those who need just such stimulus, to 
deserve the aid and countenance of the 
Society. 


T E E 
GREAT 
STATUE 
OF 
LIBSKTY. 


An appeal is to be made to the people 
generally for funds to pay for the 'pcdeetal 
for the great statue of Liberty to be 
placed on Bedioo’s Island, New York 
harbor. 
It appears that several rich men 
have offered to defray the cost of building 
the pedestal, but the offer in each case 
was declined because it would be improper 
to permit the nagie of any one man to be 
thu3 pinned upon, even if not carved into 
the work, for tho reason that t'aa status is 
the greeting gift of the people of the 
French republic to the people of the Amer­ 
ican republic, and it would be inappro­ 
priate, to an offensive degree, to permit a 
small num ler to make up the whole sum 
needed for the pedestal. 
It should be the 
work of many people—the mite-offeriugs 
of the masses. 
New York, it now appears, 
would 
willingly 
erect 
the 
pedestal, 
if the statue could bs placed in Central 
Rark. 
But that would not be proper, for 
the gift is not to New York, but to the 
nation. 
To plant it in the midst of the 
great harbor of the American metropolis, 
in the very channel of the world’s com- 
mcrco, is fitting. 
It is to be the finest art 
work of modern times, aud is being built 
to endure for all time. 
I t will rise one 
hundred and fifty-eight feet upon a pedes­ 
tal 
of like bight on the island thirty 
feet above tide-water. 
It will thus tower 
three hundred and twenty-six f»et above 
the waters of the bay, exceeding in its 
stature and graceful proportions, its ex­ 
quisite workmanship, its massive strength, 
and its enduring qualities, a'.l like works of 
present or ancient times. .T hat the people 
of thesi United States will respond to the 
call for the means to prepare tho founda­ 
tions for the greatest gift in art that one 
nation ever made to another, is not for a 
moment to be doubted.

Victory for Ihe Railroads. 
W a sh in g t o n , June 5 h —Judge Lawrence, 
First Comptroller of ths Treasury, has given 
an opinion in tha matter of the right of the 
Utah and Northern Railroad Company to 
payment for cervices rendered iu carrying 
niaiis for the United States. 
He holds as 
follows : 
First—The Act of March 3, 1873, gives no 
right to any rfficer of tbe Government to 
withhold from the railroad company, which 
did not receive aid in subsidy bonds of t^e 
United Stats?, payment of compensation 
earned by it in carrying mails, even though 
such company is conirjfiei by bond and is a 
subsidized railroad. 
Second—Neither the so-called Thurman 
Act of May C, 1878, nor the Act of May 3, 
1879, gives any authority to withold such 
compensation from the railway company, 
which received no aid in subsidy bonds of the 
Uni ed States. 
Third—The statutee relating to the bond of 
a subsidized pay railway do not repeal or in 
manner interfere with the statutes giving 
jnriadiciicn to the accounting officer cf the 
Treasury Department. 
Fourth—Tbe Utah 
Northern Railway 
Company is entitled to payment from the 
United State? for if a services in carrying the 
mail of the United States in pnrsrance of 
the regulations of tbe Poetcffine Department. 
This deci-ion finally determines in favor cf 
the Pacific Railway tte so iocg-pscding coc- 
tr versy a3 to their right to receive payment 
in cosh for maii-transp rtation services to the 
Government on leased or non subsidized for- 
tions of their respective Udís.

An Istere3Ti.no Specimen.—A short titee 
since H . P. Cornelius, who resides about half 
a mile north of the I,»ke House and four 
miles from this city, while making an exca­ 
vation in that vicinity, dug up what appears 
to be the tooth of some large animal. 
I t was 
found about five feet below the surface, 
and three feat beneath the hard-pan of the 
bedrock. 
The bedrock through which the 
cut had been made in digging was nearly as 
bard as iron, and composed of two layers. 
Toe layers were each about three inches 
thick and one foot apart. 
The tooth was 
found two feet below the lower atrata of 
bedrock, and henea was deposited tharo be­ 
fore the hard-pan was formed. 
The material 
in which it was found had the appearance of 
ocean-heach sand. 
The tooth was whole 
when first taken out, and was about one inch 
in diameter 
and two 
and three quarter 
inches long, but soon after it was exposed 
to the air it fell into pieces. 
Dr. H . W. 
Harkness has taken the specimen to the 
Academy of Sciences at S»n Francisco with 
a view to its careful examination, and, if 
possible, to determine the species to which 
it belonged.

The largest block of stone ever trans­ 
ported, not excepting those in the Chinese 
wall and the Pyramids, was that from 
which was cut the pedestal of the atatue 
of Peter the Great, in St. Petersburg. It 
was a block of granite weighing 1,500 
tons, and was found isolated on marshy 
ground about four miles from the Neva. 
Its shape was that of au irregular prism, 
twenty-four feet high, forty-seven feet 
long and thirty feet broad in its largest di­ 
mensions.

Of the three poisons prepared by the 
Moqui of Arizen» the first is called ti-ki- 
le-li-wi—poison ointment. Poison given 
internally to cause death, whether in pow­ 
der or liquid, has no definite name beyond 
its being “ bad medicine.” The “ poison 
oiDtment” is prepared in this wise : A rat­ 
tlesnake is tormented until it bites itself, 
when the priest of the “ Snake Order” 
dips the arrow point, as well as a short 
portion of the shaft, into the blood ob­ 
tained from the serpent. It is stated that 
a wound from such an arrow will cause 
death iu three or four days under ordinary 
circumstances, and in a much shorter time 
if the victim has been fasting for a day or 
two, a condition in which an Indian is fre­ 
quently found even in times of peace. Tne 
second variety is prepared from the “ bum­ 
ble bee,” which after being maddeced by 
beiug disturbed in the nest and struck at 
by withes and tirauches, is killed. The 
insects are then gathered and crushed in a 
primitive stone mortar, where the mass is 
thoroughly macerated, after which the ar­ 
rows are anointed in a manner Bimilar to 
the preceding. Wounds are not liable to 
cause dangerous results, although tney be­ 
come exceedingly inflamed and very pain­ 
ful, the effects being attributable to the 
presence of formic acid. The third variety 
is prepared by crushing a number of large 
red ants—a variety found all over the north­ 
ern elevated areas—in a similar manner as 
the preceding, and in which the arrows are 
dipped. This poison is not necessarily a 
fatal one, though instances have been given 
on “ Indian authority.” The present writer 
has treated wounds by this insect in sev­ 
eral instances, when great constitutional 
disturbances resulted iu a short time, fol­ 
lowed by inflammation in an aggravated 
form and sometimes accompanied by de­ 
lirium. The Apaches occupying tbe habi­ 
table areas of Arizona, immediately south 
of the Moqui Pueblos, prepare a poison 
composed of the venom of the rattlesnake 
mixed with the decomposed liver of a deer 
or antelope. Tae modus operand! could 
not bo ascertained in detail, though it is 
probable that the method may bo similar to 
that formerly practiced by the Teton Da­ 
kota, among whom the writer has wit­ 
nessed the ceremony. A rattlesnake was 
searched for at one of the prairie-dog 
towns, and when discovered was secured 
to the ground by means of a forked stick 
so as to prevent its escape and yet not in­ 
jure it. An assistant would then pierce 
a deer’s liver, which had been procured 
for the purpose, and upon inserting a short 
pole would thrust it toward the serpent 
who would repeatedly bury its fangs. In 
this manner the venom was Eecured, and 
when the snake refused to bite again it 
was destroyed. The liver Was then placed 
upon a tall upright pole where it was al­ 
lowed to decompose, after which it wa3 
crushed in a small dish, when the arrows 
were dipped into the mass and allowed to 
dry. 
Poisoned arrows were carried in 
double quivers and tjgd together with a 
black band or piece of cloth to distinguish 
them from the harmless on-->s. 
Serpent 
venom was employed by the Siria of west­ 
ern Sonora. After a small excavation had 
been made in the ground, a cow’s liver was 
introduced, together with centipedes, scor­ 
pions and a rattlesnake. 
After teasing 
these creatures for a while with the hope 
that the liver might receive most of the 
venom dischaged during their angry strug­ 
gle, it was removed and crashed into a 
jelly, into which the arrows were dipped. 
Apache arrows which have been properly 
besmeared with poison are readily distin­ 
guished from the ordinary weapons by the 
dark reddish brown coating over the ante­ 
rior portion of the shaft immediately back 
of tbe arrow-head. The latter also pre­ 
sents the same appearance at times, though 
were this the only portion to which poison 
had been applied there would be no diffi­ 
culty in identification, as‘the arrow-points 
are generally secured to the er.d of the 
shaft by the liberal application of mesquite 
gum, after which the sinew threads are ap­ 
plied for greater security. The Pah-Utes, 
just south of the Shosnones, remove the 
Heart of a large mammal and place it into 
a corresponding cavity in the ground. Rat­ 
tlesnake fangs, with the poison sacs, are 
then ground into a pulp, with a horned 
toad or two, which mass is then emptied 
into the cavity of the heart aDd allowed to 
decompose. The whole mass is said to dry 
into a tough mass resembling caoutchouc. 
This is finally cut into small pieces. In 
poisons prepared by the combination of 
serpent venom and decomposed organic mat­ 
ter it is not positively known which, if not 
both, of the substances acts as the toxic 
agent. Cases thus far observed or recorded 
have resulted in septicaemia and death. 
One in particular, a mere scratch upon the 
shoulder blade, died in great misery in less 
than a week, though not before the flesh 
had literally dropped from the back as far 
down as the hips. It is probable that the 
septic poison of the organic matter remains 
active for a greater period of time than the 
serpent venom, being favored by immedi­ 
ate drying in the drier atmosphere of the 
extreme western plateaus. 
Dr. S. Wier 
Mitchell’s experiments do not demonstrate 
to what length of time serpent venom may 
bo kept in a dried state and retain its vir­ 
ulence. The active principle (crotaline) 
may remain active under favorable condi­ 
tions for an indefinite length of time, bat 
then the symptoms would be exhibited in 
a manner strikingly Bimilar to those after a 
fresh wound inflicted by the serpent, which 
thus far has not been observed. Prof. F. 
V. Hayden and Col. James Stevenson have 
both observed the Blackfeet and Assini- 
boine Indians procure the pure serpent 
venom by causing a secured snake to bite 
a clean piece of bark. The arrows were 
applied directly to this without the admix­ 
ture of any other substances.—[New York 
Herald.

It has orten been said, and with perfect 
truth, that Egypt Is a land by itself, un­ 
like any other part of the world. On ap­ 
proaching Alexandria from the sea, noth 
ing can be less attractive than the flat 
shore which stretches east and west as far 
as the eye can reach, without an elevation 
of more importance than bare and barren 
sand dunes to break its even line. Thia 
monotonous coast extends for two hundred 
miles between the most extreme of the 
ancient arms oi the Nile, from the Canapic 
in the west to the Relusiac in the east, and 
forms the northwardly turned base line of 
the triangular area of Lower Egypt, the 
shape of which led the Greeks to call it the 
delta. In the journey from Alexandria 
southward to Cairo, the traveler finds him­ 
self in a boundless plain, as flat as the 
flattest part of Lincolnshire or of Holland. 
At first, ruing only here and there above 
the level of the Mediterranean, it is full 
of mcrasses and stagnant lakes of great 
extent, the waters of which vary from salt 
to fresh and from fresh to salt, according 
as the Nile or the Mediterranean is the 
predon.ir.ant contributor to their contents. 
Beyond this region the wide expanse of 
black alluvial soil, intersected by innumer­ 
able water-couraes, departs from absolute 
horizjntality, rising some three or four 
inches in the mile. Here and there low 
mounds bearing groups of date-palms, or 
thickets of sycamores aud acacias, indicate 
the deserted site of an ancient city, or 
preserve from the periodic floods the as­ 
semblage of hovels which constitutes a 
modern Egyptian village. In autumn the 
soil, save these mounds and their connect­ 
ing dykes, disappears under the overflow 
of the flooded N ile; in early spring the 
exuberant vegetation of the young crops 
no less completely hides it under a carpet 
of the brightest imaginable green. For 
more than a hundred miles, as the crow 
flies, this is the general character of the 
country between Alexandria and Cairo. 
But long before the latter city is reached, 
the plain begins to be limited by distant 
hights which spring up on either haud. 
First, a ridge of low hills makes its ap­ 
pearance ou the western, or Libyan, side, 
and then a range of more distant but bolder 
and loftier hights Bhows itself, far away, 
on the eastern or Arabian horizon. With 
every advance southward the plain dimin­ 
ishes in extent, while its Libyan and Ara­ 
bian boundaries approach, until at Cairo 
they are not more than six or seven miles 
apart. Nothing can be more sharply con­ 
trasted than the aspect of the plain and 
that of its limitary hights. For the low 
rounded ridges on the west and the higher 
plateau with its steep and cliffy face on the 
east are utterly waterless—mere a-astes of 
bare rock or sand—without a bush or a 
patch of soil on which it could grow, to 
veil their savage nakedness. Under our 
own pale and faintly lighted sky, such bare 
bills and rugged cliffs as those which bound 
the prospect here and every where in 
Upper Egypt would fitly represent the 
abomination of desolation. 
But, framed 
as they are iu an atmosphere of liquid pu­ 
rity, with lights and shades and tints end­ 
lessly varying in shape and hue from hour 
to hour, and almost from minute to min­ 
ute, as the sun runs his course, they have 
a strange and unique beauty. Moreover, 
in early spring the edges of the greenery 
of tbe plain lie as sharply defined against 
the yellow sands and gray-brown stones of 
the waste as if it were so much water. 
When I was in Cairo ten years ago, I de­ 
lighted in wandering about the hights of 
the Mokattam range, which rise for some 
four or five hundred feet immediately to 
the east of the city. The Sahara itself 
cannot better deserve the name of desert 
than do these stony solitndes. Looking 
westward at sunset, the vultures, dimin­ 
ished to mere crows, wheeled about the 
face of the oliffs far below. Beneath and 
beyond them the green expanse stretched 
northward until it became lost in the hori­ 
zon, while, toward the we6t, its even line 
followed the contour of the Libyan shore, 
as if it were the veritable sea water of the 
gulf of Herodotus. And sharply defined 
against the western sky the great pyramid, 
which even in its present mutilated state 
reared its summit to the level of my eye, 
threw its long shadow eastward like the 
gnomon of au appropriately gigantic dial- 
plate.—[Macmillan’s Magazine. 


HOW A MONKSY BLUSHES. 


Lime Juice fo r D iphtheria.—M. Czar- 
toryski, of Stockton, Cal., writes as fol­ 
lows to the London Laticd: Daring a pro­ 
longed residence in the interior of China, 
I became acquainted with the fact that the 
Cbineae place great reliance during epi­ 
demics of diphtheria on the iuternal use of 
the fiesh juice of limes and of the fruit 
itself, which they consume in enormous 
quantities, in every conceivable form—as 
lemonade, with native spirits, cut íd slices, 
etc.—during attacks of this dreadfnl dis­ 
ease, with apparently most successful re­ 
salta, it harlly ever failing to effect a cure. 
The Chinese consider it a specific, and will, 
in case of need, do anything to obtain a 
snpply. Since I have come back to Cali­ 
fornia, a« also in liouisiana, I have used 
limes and their juices in my practice as a 
physician with most successful results in 
cases of diphtheria, even in the most des­ 
perate cases. As soon as I take charge of 
a case of diphtheria, I order limes to be ad­ 
ministered as freely as possible, in any 
manner the patient can he prevailed npon 
to take them, especially in the form of hot 
lemonade, sweetened with white sugar or 
honey, or cut in slice# with powdered 
white sugar. Beside# lime juice (which I 
suppose acts by imparting an excess of 
oxygen to the circulation, and thereby pre­ 
vents formation of vibrations, etc., and so 
has almost a specific effect on di»e»se) I 
prescribe whatever drug may be indicated 
to relieve symptoms as they develop, and 
impart strength by appropriate stimulants 
and nourishment.

If, on the 
other hand, I had occasion to reprove her, 
she darted down to the bottom of the cage, 
lay down on her belly, and, as often as not, 
concealed her face in the straw. The 
analogy between that ineffective or sup­ 
pressed rage in a human being, which i« 
shown by the person throwing himself 
down on the ground—a feature seen famil­ 
iarly in some children—and the behavior of 
Jenny, under my reproof, appears to me to 
be too exact to escape notice. Paddy, the 
Capuchin, on the contrary, when enraged or 
frightened, need to retire to a corner of the 
cage and stand on his head, uttering, mean­ 
while, the most plaintive cries in the 
well-known shrill hut musical voice of the 
race. 
On one occasion, whoo a servant 
had allowed Paddy to imbibe nearly half 
a glassful of champagne, be showed bis 
alcoholic dissipation by standing inanely 
on his head and vamly endeavoring to 
emit his familiar cry.

It will hardly be denied in any quarter 
that the speech of the United States is 
quit* unlike that of Great Britain in the 
im portant particular that here we have no 
dialects. 
Trifling variations in pronuncia­ 
tion and in the use of a few particular 
words certainly exist. 
Tr.e Yankee “ ex­ 
pects” or “ calculates," while the Virginian 
‘‘reckon»;” and the illiterate Northerner 
11 claims,” and the Southerner of similar 
class, by a very curious reversal of the 
blunder, ‘‘allows” what better educated 
people merely assert. 
The pails and pans 
of the world at large become “ buokets 
when taken to Kentucky, It is “ evening 
in Richmond while afternoon still lingers a 
hundred miles due north at VVashington. 
Vessels go ioto “ docks” on their arrival at 
Philadelphia, but into “ slips ' at Mobile ; 
they are tied up to “ wharves” at Boston, 
but to “ piers” at Chicago. 
Jintancos are 
measured by “ squares”, in Baltimore, by 
“ blocks” in Providence. 
T he “ shilling” 
of New York is the “ levy” of Pennsylva­ 
nia, the “ bit” of San FraBCMOO, the 
“ ninepence” of old New England, and the 
“ eecalau” of New Orleans. 
But put all 
these variations together, with such others 
as more careful examination might reveal, 
and how far short they fall of representing 
anything like the real dialectic differences 
of speech that obtain, and always have ob­ 
tained, not only between the three king­ 
doms, bnt even between the contiguous 
sections of New England itself! 
It ought 
to be remembered also that the ordinary 
language of the United States includes not 
greatly more of what may be called caste 
variations than of those that are attributa­ 
ble to differences of localities. 
The speech 
of the lower order of the people, whether 
examined in regard to its vocabulary, its 
construction, or its pronnnciation, differs 
from what all admit to be the standard 
correctness by a much smaller degree than 
is the ease in England. 
A comparison of 
slang dictionaries will reveal a far longer 
list of unauthorized words as current 
among British “ codgers” than among their 
congeners in the United States. 
Gram­ 
matical rules are violated badly enough by 
the ignorant of onr own cities every day, 
no doubt; bat how often, after all, wifi 
you hear from intelligent and respectable 
working people of American descent quite 
such a soleism as the “ I were” and “ he 
were" that one so frequently notioes in the 
mouths of lower middle-class Britons, ac­ 
customed all their lives to conversation 
with speakers of the purest English ? And 
as for the pronunciation, we have onr 
faults, of course, in abundance, but where, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, will you 
discover any each utter disability of hear 
ing or discernment as can permit men to 
drop or multiply their h“s or transpose 
their w’e and y’s.—[Prof. Tucker, in North 
American Review.

In these days of rapid transit, when peo­ 
ple will scaroely take time to eat their 
meals, and when the one great end of hu 
man ingennity is the invention of labor 
saving devices, it is not strange that the 
publishers should be urged to sell their 
magazines ready out. People who do their 
reading, or what they call reading, on the 
run, cannot be expected to take time to cut 
the leaves, and they actually complain that 
mnch good matter is lost to them because 
they cannot conveniently get at it. 
These 
persons probably would like to have the 
nuts brought to the table ready cracked. 
Yon can cat almonds a great deal faster if 
tbeir shells have been removed beforehand 
—much faster than yon can digest them. 
But it is a poor nut that is not worth 
cracking, and the time oocnpied in break- 
ng the shells is the oue thing that mokes 
nuts desirable at dessert. 
The very same 
principle applies to readiDg. A person who 
does not take pleasure in deliberately cut­ 
ting the leaves of a new magazine is no 
reader. 
He is a mere devourer. 
He is 
not only incapable of understanding the 
true intellectual enjoyment to be had in 
the act of reading, but he is in too gnat 
haste really to read with profit. 
The sav­ 
ages who go at a magazine or book with a 
lead pencil, a hairpin, or perhaps with 
their fingers, leaving jagged edges to mark 
the;r devastating track, are rather worse 
than those who do not cat the leaves at all. 
But surely reading people ought not to be 
asked tc sacrifice their pleasures and priv­ 
ileges for the sake of either class of bar­ 
barians. 
The magazines and novels sold 
in trains and at railway station» might 
have their leaves cut, since they are not 
meant for careful readers ; but those who 
like to have the margins thus mutilated 
should be made to pay extra for it. 
There 
is too muoh reading in the oars as it is, and 
the praotioe ought rather to be discouraged 
than promoted.—[Philadelphia Times.

A E TONE FOREST IN THE BED OF LAKE 
TAHOK. 


The practice of compressing the feet of 
females still prevails throughout China, 
and especially in Ningpo District, where 
no women with natural ahaped feet are to 
be seen. 
The custom has nothing in it of 
religions or social observance, being simply 
a slavish following of a fashion that dates 
back to an nnknown time. 
It is generally 
supposed that it originated in the twelfth 
oentnry. during the reign of the Empersr 
Tohou-Koung. 
The wife of this monarch 
was a beautiful woman—according to Chi­ 
nese ideas— but she had crippled feet. 
To 
oover this defect, she invented the fashion 
of wrapping the feet in bandages and 
wearing little shoes. 
The ladies of her 
court followed her example, and to attain 
tbe requisite tin .Uneea, forcibly oomprcesed 
their own and their daughters’ feet, a cus­ 
tom that has been perpetuated to the pres­ 
ent day. 
Tr.e compression is effected by bandages, 
which are made for the purpose, and are 
about two inches wide and two yards loDg 
for the first year and five yards long for 
subsequent years. 
The end of the strip is 
laid on the inside of the foot, at the in­ 
step, then carried over the toes, under the 
foot and around the heel, the toes thus be­ 
ing drown toward and over tbe sole, while 
a bulge le produced on the instep, and a 
deep indentation on the sole. 
Successive 
layers of bandages are employed until the 
strip is ail used, and then the end is sewn 
tightly down. 
The foot is so squeezed up­ 
ward that in walking only the ball of the 
great toe touobea the ground. 
When the 
foot is first bound it is rprinkled with pow­ 
dered alum to prevent the formation of 
ulcers ; the bandages are changed every 
month. 
At the end of the first month the foot is 
put in hot water to soak some time, then 
the bandage is carefully unwound, much 
dead cuticle coming off with it. Frequently 
one or two toes drop off, in which case the 
woman feels afterward repaid by having 
smaller and more delicate feet. 
Indeed, 
young girls will often secretly tighten their 
bandages after these nave been pat on by 
their attendant—much as onr modern 
young ladies do with their waiste. 
Each 
time the bandage is taken off. the foot is 
kneaded to make the joints mere flexible, 
and is then bound up again as qnickly as 
possible with a fresh bandage, which is 
drawn np more tightly. 
During the tiret 
year the pain is so intense that the Bufferer 
can do nothing and can leave the house 
only in a sedan chair. 
Indoors they move 
by means of two light stools fastened to 
the knees. 
For about two years the foot 
aches oontinually. 
With continued rigor­ 
ous binding the foot eventually becomes 
dead, and the leg from the knee down 
ward shrinks so as to be little mors than 
skin and bone. 
If the feet are well cared 
for, the girl oeaeee to suffer at the age of 
13 or 14, but occasionally one is met with 
who baa never recovered from the com­ 
pression. 
The smallest size to whioh the feet may 
be reduced is three inohes, and ladies of 
the higher olasa cover these “ stum ps” 
with richly ornamented slippers. 
Mr. Bennington says it íb an error to 
suppose, as many do, that it is only the 
“ upper ten 
among Chinese women who 
indulge in the luxury of small feet. 
It is 
common in every class, even the lowest. 
The pain endured while under the opera­ 
tion is so severe and oontinoous that the 
poor girls cannot sleep without narcotics, 
and then but fitfully. 
The nnsightliness of 
the bare dwarfed foot even the Chinese re­ 
gard as disgusting. 
The girls do not like 
any one to see their bare feet, bat delight 
in showing them when dressed, and their 
garments are made to expose the shoe. 
The English and American missionaries are 
attempting to stop this practice, but it is 
not probable that their efforts will meet 
with much success. 


For some years past there has been a 
bank in Isake Tahoe, which, in clear 
weather, has generally been taken for moss 
formation. 
It lies at the right of the 
steamers course between Tahoe City and 
the Tallao House, about two miles beyond 
Idlewild. 
It looked as if a lot of trees had 
sunk to the bottom of the lake and that 
mess and slime had collected there until 
the whole presented a wavy semi-transpa­ 
rent appearance about fifty feet below the 
■urfaoe. 
During the past few weeks the 
moss and debris have disappeared, and new 
when the water is clear a forest of pine 
trees can be plainly seen with every limb 
and twig perfect. 
On Wednesday last 
tome fishermen went oat there in a boat 
and lowering some grappling irons secured 
several splendid pieces of the petrifaction. 
One is n pine branch about t! re ■ feet long, 
which, when held a few feet to a the eye, 
has the exact appearance of a pine branoh 
jest taken from a living tree and apparently 
fresh and green, the brittleness and weight 
distinguishing it from the freshly cut 
branch. 
The specimens brought to Mc­ 
Kinney’s were speedily disposed of to tour­ 
ists. 
The largest was purchased by Henry 
Townsend, of San Francisoo, for $25. Tnia 
in said to he the first thing of the kind ever 
found in the lake. The forestoocupies about 
two acres, and seems like a forest just im­ 
mersed, except that its stony branches are 
forever still, and Ull weeds and vines whioh 
Master about the trunks of the giant trees 
are as motionless ss the rocks. 
No wind 
ever stirs this strange verdure, and the 
bird* which onoe sang in tbe branches cent­ 
uries ago have given way to fieb which 
rwarm through the forest by thousands.

E nglish W a ll !>»c»oratios,— There is 
one thing for which we uannot give the 
English too muoh praise, and that is their 
wall decorations. 
In this detail of house 
furnishing they are atill a quarter cf a oen­ 
tnry ahead of as. 
Berne of tbe tile work 
is oruJe, and much of it is too sober in 
oolor ; but there sre public and private 
buildings in whieh the tile is employed with 
most exquisite taste. 
That there are very 
many gentleman’s mansions in America 
where wall ornamentation is earned to a 
lofty, even an extravagant, pitch of splen­ 
dor, I ad m it; bnt there is not one publio 
restaurant or music.hall or shop handsomely 
decorated in New York for every twenty 
in London and the minor English cities. In 
the theaters in Ragland the deoorating is 
lavish, bnt not tasteful. Is the new 3 .rand 
Theater it is gaudy ; and the Royalty, the 
Royal Comedy, the Novelty and the other 
amusement halls are evidences of poor 
taste. 
But if ooe wishes to pay liberally 
be can have more oomfort in any English 
than in an American theater. 
The deoo- 
rations of the Savoy Theater are lovely 
under ibe oool gleam of the Mectric lig h t; 
there is nothing at onoe no original and 
pretty as this in Paris. 
The French seem 
to c> r* but little for oomfort in publio 
placet j fresh air is not ooe of their need», 
and tt ey hat# innovations—literally hate 
tbs in.—[K. King, in the Boston Journal.

He has been in this 
oonntry since 180(3, and sinoe that time has 
married and reared nine strong, healthy 
children. 
But he has always been unwell, 
his form is wasted to the bone, and his 
looks are wan and haggard. 
At times he 
could not eat ; then, again, he wonld be 
perfectly ravenons, and could not obtain 
enough food to satisfy his appetite. 
At all 
times he has been miserable, and pain and 
exhaustion have ever made him take a dis­ 
mal view of life. Scores of physicians have 
treated him for what they supposed to be 
his malady, bnt none have ever benefited 
him in tbe least. Generally they have only 
aggravated his troubles. 
So much money 
has he spent on doctors' bills that he has 
been obliged to sell two honses, the results 
of years of frugality, to satisfy the claims. 
Recently he consulted Dr. John Brachman 
in regard to hi* ailment. 
Tbe physician 
studied tbe case, and at last formed a the­ 
ory whioh proved to be correct. 
He gave 
his patient a most powerful emetic, and 
Beeker began vomiting and did not cease 
until a snake eighteen inches in length, one 
large and five small lizards, and a sac con­ 
taining a number of egga, were vomited 
up. 
Almost immediately he felt relieved, 
and sinoe that time be has been better in 
everyw ay. 
When questioned in regard to 
the matter, Beoker says that seventeen 
years ago, while wandering in tbe woods 
near Frankweiler, Germany, he was very 
hot and thirsty, and stopped to drink at a 
wayside pool. Being in a hurry he scooped 
the water up in his hands and drank with­ 
out looking. Soon after he was taken with 
the most violent nausea, and since that 
time has never been well. 
It ia highly 
probably that on that occasion he swallow­ 
ed the uncanny visitors that have Made 
snch a burden of life.—[Cincinnati Com­ 
mercial Gaaette.
